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Palestine Conference. Opens — 


_._. London, Sept. 10. 

The problem is not insoluble, “but the discovery 
of 2. solution will be a high test of statesman- 
ship,” declared Mr, Attlee, Prime Minister. in 
a formal address following the opening of the 
Palestine round-table conference in Lancaster 
House today. : 

Opening the conference, Mr. Attlee said that while 
discussion of the Government’s plan would be 
the first item on the agenda, he wished to make 


it quite clear that “we have not made up our 
minds in advance of our discussions with you.” 


He added:-“Our 


plan 
is to ask you to consider. 
our proposal. It is open 
to any delegation either 
to suggest amendments 
to it or to put forward 
proposals -for a_ settle- 


ment on different lines.” 

Neither the Palestine Arabs 
nor the Jewish delegates were 
at the conference to hear Mr. 
Attlee. Only a handful of on- 
lockers gathered as the delgates 
drove up to palatial Lancaster 
House this morning. 

The firat to arrive were the 
delegates from Saudi Arabia, 
wearing gorgeous robes of black 
and yold, and with the flag of 
their country fluttering on the 
bonnet of their sleck black 
limousine. They were followed 
hy the delegates from  Trans- 
Jordan, Syria, The Lebanon, 
Iraq, Egypt, Yemen and the 
United Kingdom. 

It was officially announced 
jater that no Jews would be 
present at today’s conference.. 
Earlier, it was reported that the 
Colonial Secretury, Mr. George 
Hall, was seeing Harry’ Good- 
man, political secretary of the 
Orthodox Jewish organisation 
Agudas Israel, but a Jewish 
Agency spokesman was very 
doubtful if Jewish representa- 
tives woyld attend. : 


Attlee Speech 


In his speech, Mr, Attlee gnid: 
“It is from an interchangg of 
views on such lines as thig con- 
ference, that an adequate solu- 
tion is most likely to-emerge. 

“You as statesmen know that 
no conference can ‘achieve any- 
thing if those attending it have 
made up their minds in advance 
and are determined to adhere to 
preconceived opinions. In a 
matter of this kind” where a 

‘great clash of ‘interests is in- 
volved there must be give and 


“Sometimes it- has seemed that 
the harmony of this partnership 
ix threatencd by the jmmact upon 
it of events’ in Palestine. It ts 
my c4rnrst hove that we shall 
succ.ed in removing that danger 
by frankly explaining our dificul- 
tles to one another and searching: 
together for na solution to which 
you snd we can honourably agree. 

‘You are te congider the pra- 
blem of the utmost complexity: 1 
heavy responsibility rests upon 
you in dealing with it. 


Way Must Be Found 


“But a way must be found and 
Lam confident you will approach 
the task of finding ‘t with wis- 
‘dom and the full realisation of the 
benefits both in the Middlo East 
ond elsewhere, which would flow 
from ao just and losting settlement 
of the Palestine question.” 


Mr, Attlee said ho regretted he 
could not personally take part in 
the carference deliberations. be- 
enuse of 
duties,” 


_ “But L'shall follow their course 
with the keenest ‘interest and do 
all I con to promote thelr success. 
I pray that the opening of this 
conferenco may be also tho oper-, 
ing of a new and hoppier chapter 
in tho history of Palestine. 1 an- 
ticipate great results from the 
personal contacts which are being 
established here. 

“Tho fact that we arg ‘thus met 
togetler shows you the extent to 
which His Majesty’s Government 
recognises that Palegtino is the 
subject of legitimate ‘interest and 
concern to all the Arab peoples.” 

Ne concluded: “Tho fact tort 
you have come here to mect us js, 
l hope, yet further evidence of the 
bonds of friendship which unite 
you and your peoples with us and 
with the people of the British 
Empire.”

Crisis: With

Washington, Sept. 10. 

Sumner Welles, former 
Under - Secretary . of 
State, said. today that 
a crisis between Russia 
and the Western Powers 
is’ inevitable and now 
they have plunged into 
the most serious of all 
their disputes -~ the one 


over Greece,. 

The crisis is “looming,” 
Welles said in a broadcast, and

THE GERMAN 
DILEMMA 


‘She Potsdam agreement Nre- 
vided, amongst other things, that 
Germany should — be administered | 
from Berlin as an economic entity. 
France has always feared the idea 
of a reunited Germany and has 
done her best’ in Berlin. by her 
power of veto on the Allied Con- 
trol Commission, to sabotage this 
project. Russia, from entirely 
different motives, has pursued a 
similar policy. The net result has 
been extremely disagreeable for 
both Britain and — the United 
States. To maintain minimum 
standards of rat‘ons in the British 
and American x.ones, the Anglo- 
Saxon powers have been compelled 
to pay “reparations in reverse. 
Russia, on the other hand, occupy- 
ing predominantly agricultural 
areas, has been able to quarter an 
immense army on the local Ger- 
man populations and, at the same 


‘time, to carry off a large surplus 


of foodstuffs which should be go- 
ing to feed the industrial areas of 
Western Germany, What js the 
solution of, this dilemma? It 
should, in fact, be much simpler 
than most observers have conclud- 
ed, Despite Mr. Byrnes’ specch 
on the Oder line, it is doubtful if 
anything can be done to prevent 
Russian absorption of [astern 
Germany. ‘Ithat is a “fait ace 
compli.” France will adjust. ‘her 
outlook. to this possibly with deep 
satisfaction, The fundamental 
fear of France is that there will 
he a united Reich which will once 
more be a deadly .menace to the 
liberties of Europe. From this 
fear, springs the French desire to 
annex the Saar, occupy the Rhine- 
land anid — internationalize the 
Ruhr. Bue the truncation of 
Germany ins already — been 
achieved by the virtual ‘Russian 
annexation of the Eastern zone, 
Germany, having been stripped of 
Silesia and East Prussia by the 
Russians, is already’ immensely re- 
duced in war-making capacity. 
The necd for stripping the Reic 
of the industrial areas in the West 
is correspondingly reduced. Un- 
fortunately, the French do nat 
see the problem in this light. Dur-, 
ing the recent Paris’ conference, 

.. Byrnes offered complete 
cooperation between the Ameri- 
can zone and that of any other 
occupying power which desired it.

An internal question which 
has. gnined the biggest pro- 
minencg during the past wee 
or go in Britain’ is that of the 
go-enlled “closed shop.” The 
term means, generally speaking, 
the right of trade unions to ban 
non-trade union workers in in- 
dustry, but it has cropped up in 
a special form in Britain. Tho 
“official” trade unions—that is, 
those’ affilinted to the Trade 
Union Council, which represents 
the vast majority of organised 


Inbour—have taken action to}. - 


climinate certain amaller and 
“non-official” trade unions. 

Both sides to the question 
have been, on the whole, very 
fairly stated through the various 
channels of publicity in Britain. 
The trade unions have gained 
for. workers many hbenefits— 
wage increases, social security, 
improved conditions of , work 
and so on.- Therefore, they 
argue that workers have an 
obligation to support trade 
unions in a practical’way. They 
cannot refuse to be members of 
unions. while ot the same time 
they are enjoying the fruits of 
the trade union movement. This 
is generally recognised, as a 
cogent argument, but against it 
{wo main arguments are. ad- 
vanced. : 


Freedom Of Conscience 

In the first place, the people 
of Britain, throughout the many 
centuries of her history, have 
always stood for the principle 
of freedom of conscience for the 
individual. Even in World War 
II, where issues’ between Britain 
and Germany were as clear cut 
as they could well have been, o 
certain marginal percentage of 
the people were allowed on con-
